This is one 
of the many ancient archways of Antwerp, which was at 
one time the largest seaport in the world. Since then it 
has passed through a great many changes, in the beginning 
of the 19th century being a complete wreck—houses lying 
in ruins, wharves heaped with old timber, canals choked up 
with rubbish, and the churches destroyed. 
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
